HIGHWAY IMPROVEMENT 

Announcement has just been 
made in Montgomery by State 
Highway Director Chris J. Sher- 
lock, that with all needed rights 
of way at last obtained work will 
begin within the next few days, 
on elimination of one of the most 
Gangerous hazards to motorists on 
Alabama’s entire highway system 

the present “switchback"’ and 
“hair-pin curve’ route followed by 
Us 8S. 31 (Montgomery - Birming- 
ham highway) up the North side 
of Shades Mountain on the out- 
skirts of Birmingham, 

This present tortuous, dangerous 
section of the principal motor traf- 
fic artery extending’ through the 
State from North to South is to 
be eliminated completely and per- 
manently by a relocation project. 
The relocated section, 2.3 miles in 
length cutting out the “hair-pin’ 
and “switchback” hazard will ex- 
tend from the last “hair-pin’ at 
the South end near the top of the 
mountain, northward to adjoin the 
present pavement near the Salter 
road, It will include in addition 
to a series of fills and cuts a mod- 
ern bridge over Shades Creek. The 
new roadway will provide four 
traffic lanes, the pavement extend- 
ing 20 feet on each side of a rais- 
ed dividing-strip ranging from 4 
to 6 feet in width. 

The undertaking, regarded as 
one of the outstanding improve- 
ments of the State Highway sys- 
tem in recent years, will be a WPA 
project financed on the basis of 73 
per cent of the cost to be paid by 
the Federal Government and 27 
per cent by the State. The bridge 
over Shades Creek will be erected 
by the State without WPA aid. 


DAVIS URGES FARMERS TO 
KEEP COMPLETE RECORDS 

AUBURN, Ala.—The first of the 
year is farm inventory time. 

An opening or beginning inven- 
tory is the first step in keeping a 
complete set of farm records, 

P, O. Davis, director, Alabama 
Extension Service, urges farmers 
to take advantage of this season 
of the year, when other farm work 
is not so pressing, to start these 
business-like practices, 

“An inventory is simply a list 
of all property owned—real es- 
tate, livestock, feed, fertilizers and 
other supplies—together with the 
value of each item,” he says. 
“Add to this list the amount of 
cash on hand or in the bank, the 
amount that others owe you, and 
deduct what you owe others, and 
you can atrive at your net worth 
at any time, Another inventory 
taken a year later will show the 
year’s financial progress. Proper- 
ty should be valued at what it 
would sell for on the farm,” 

Farm records should show all 
receipts and expenses, giving the 


date of transactions, quantity 
bought or sold, and amount of 
money involved. The cropping 
program and production by fields 
should be recorded each year. Also 
the production of livestock should 
be recorded both for young ani- 
mals and for products, such as 
milk, eggs, and wool, 

“It is a lot easier to see where 
we are going in agriculture when 
we keep farm reccrds,” the direc- 
tor states. ‘These records will 
show the farm family the value 
of feed and food that is raised 
on the farm.”

Executive Committee Met 
Thursday; Adopted Rules, 


Fixed Fees For Primaries 


The Coffee County Democratic 
Mixecutive Committee met in the 
court house at Mlba last Thursday 
morning, January 18, for the pur- 
pose of adopting rules and regula- 
tions for the democratic primary 
elections to be held this summer, 
The meeting was presided over by 
Chairman I’, M, Farris and the 
secretary's record shows that 
twenty-one beats in the county 
were represented, 

The committee adopted all rules 
and regulations previously adopted 
by the state committee, that is so 
far as they are applicable to the 
county offices, Below we are giv- 
ing a number of the rules for the 
information of Clipper readers, 

The committee Thursday fixed 
the fees that must be paid by all 
candidates entering the primaries 
in the county, These fees must 
he paid into the committee on or 
before March 1, 1940, and each and 
every candidate must also file with 
the chairman on or before that 
date the declaration of candidacy 
set out in the regulations below. 
Fees fixed are: 

For Probate Judge. 
Wor Circuit Clerk 
For Supt. of Ed....... a 
For Co, Commissioner, 


"In said Primary Wleetions there 
shall be nominated Demusratie 
Candidates for all State, wistriet, 
Circuit, Federal, County and Pre- 
cinct offices to be filled in the 
jeneral Wlection to be held in No- 
vember 1940, and there shall be 
elected in said Primary two flec- 
tors for President and Vice-Presi- 
dent of the United States, and two 
Alternate Bleetors, from the State 
At Large, and one Wlector and 
one Alternate BWlector from each 
Congressional District, and there 
sholl also be elected in said pri- 
mary a Democratic National Com- 
mitteeman and a Democratic Na- 
tional Committeewoman from the 
State of Alabama and in said Pri- 
mary Hlections there shall also be 
elected twenty-two Delegates and 
twenty-two alternate delegates to 
the Democratic National Conyen- 
tion which shall be held in 1940, 
four of said Delegates and four of 
said alternate delegates to be elect- 
ed from and by the State At Large, 
and two of said Delegates and two 
of said Alternate delegates to be 
eiected from and by each of the 
nine Congressional Districts in 
this State, 


“The following persons shall be 
entitled to vote in said Primary 
Elections, and none others, name- 
ly: Qualified white electors in this 
State who believe in the principles 
oy the Democratic Party, and who 
agree and bind themselves by par- 
ticipating in said Primary, to 
abide by the result of said Primary 
Blections and to support the nomi- 
nees of the Democratic Party 
therein, and that there shall be 
printed in plainly visible type at 
the top of each ballot prepared 
for said primary elections the fol 
lowing, to-wit:

No fee 
was assessed against candidates 
for these places, but all those de. 
siring to run must file the decla- 
ration with the committee, 

For the convenience of all can- 
didates who wish to enter any of 
the county races, the committee 
has had printed a supply of blanks 
containing the declaration of can- 
didacy called for in the regula- 
tions, This blank also contains a 
declaration to be filed with the 
Probate Judge which complies 
with the Corrupt Practie Act. All 
candidates may secure these blanks 
by calling on the secretary, R. C. 
Bryan, at The Clipper office, or 
the chairman, F, M, Farris. The 
blanks are free. Below are three 
or four of the main paragraphs in 
the rules and regulations: adopted 
last Thursday: 


“Urider the authority and sub- 
ject to the terms and provisions 
of the Act of the Legislature of 
Alabama entitled “An Act to Pro- 
vide For And Regulate And Con- 
trol Primary Elections For The 
Nomination By Political Parties 
Of Candidates For Public Office 
Within The State of Alabama”, 
duly enacted by the Legislature of 
Alabama and approved February 
25th, 1931, and the amendments 
thereto, a general Democratic Pri- 
mary Election is hereby ordered 
to be held throughout the State 
of Alabama on Tuesday, May 7th, 
1940, and, if necessary, as provid- 
ed by said Act, a second Demo- 
cratic Primary Election is hereby 
ordered to be held throughout the 
State on Tuesday, June 4th, 1940. 

“Said Primary Elections shali 
be held and conducted in all re- 
spects in accordance with the Pri- 
mary Election Law of Alabama as 
hereinabove referred to. 


“T believe in the principles of 
the Democratic Party and agree 
and bind myself by participating 
in this primary to abide by the re- 
sult of this primary election and 
to support the nominees of the 
Democratic Party herein.’ 

“The following persons, and 
none others, shall be eligible to be 
candidates for nomination or elec- 
tion in said Primary Elections, 
namely: Qualified white electors 
who possess the qualifications fixed 
by law for the respective offices 
for which they are candidates for 
nomination or election; provided, 
however, that no person shall be- 
come a candidate for any State, 
District, Circuit, Federal, County, 
Precinct or Party office, or have 
his or her name printed upon the 
Democratic ballot in said Primary 
BHlections, if such person voted a 
Republican ticket or any independ- 
ent ticket or the ticket of any 
party or group, other than the 
Democratic Party, or for anyone 
other than the nominees of the 
Democratic Party, or any ticket 
other than the Democratic ticket, 
in the General Election held in 
November, 1938, or openly and 
Publicly opposed the election of 
the nominees of the Democratic 
Party, or any of them, in the Gen- 
eral Election held in November, 
1938. Each such proposed candi- 
Cate shall also be required to vay,

OF DANGERS OF MEASLES C 


Measles cases have been report- 
ed during the past weel: from wide- Gets Good Sta 
ly separated areas of Cotfee Coun- 
ty. Most cases are in the Good- 
man school district, but others M, k F. l 
have been reported from Blba and a € Oorma 
from the district between Victoria 
and Elba, In all, physicians have 
reported 24 cases, but there are 
many more being cared for in 
homes where no physician has 
been called, 

For school children measles is 
usually an uncomfortable experi- 
ence with little danger to life, 
for younger children the danger 
of complications such as ear ab- 
Heesses and pneumonia is greater, 
The pneumonia that follows 
measles is not an uncommon cause 
of death of young children and of 
adults, 

If the mother has had measles 
the child is born with protection 
that lasts about six months, The 
age of preatest danger is from 
six months to three years and chil- 
dren of this age should be pro- 
tected from exposure if possible, 
There may be some logic in ex- 
posing older children, but it is 
very unwise to needlessly expose 
children under five years of age 
and most dangerous in the case 
of children three years old and 
younger, 

If exposure has already taken 
place, three things can be done 
to make the case of less danger 
to the young child, 

First: Stop all further contact 
with all persons, even members of

Kivery daily newspaper man se- 
eretly envies his brothers who op- 
erate weekly newspaper in small 
towns, He envies the weekly news- 
paper cditor’s easy manner of run- 
ning across the town square, tip- 
ping his hat to “Miss Sue," whom 
he's known for 85 years, raising 
a hand to “Bill,” now the mayor 
but who once played on the school 
team with the editor, speaking to 
every man, woman, child and evei, 
every dog that he passes—and then 
returning to his office with a col- 
umn of personal items, 

The editor of a country weekly 
usually knows most of his sub- 
geribers by name, many of them 
by their first names. His news 
columns are alive and human, 
touched with a friendly air, And 
why should not the editor's writ- 
ings be alive, human and friendly? 
He writes about people he knows 
and likes, 

There is a new baby over at the 
Jones’ house. He writes an item, 
not about names, but about real 
people, When he adds that “the 
mother and child are getting along 
fine at the hospital,” he has re- 
ceived his news first hand, Per- 
haps his wife is at the hospital 
with a vase of flowers even as his 
press turns out this piece of news 
that will be read by every person 
in the community-——even by the 
proud parents, 

Bill Smith's oldest boy gets an 
appointment to the United States 
Military Academy. The weekly 
editor writes a half column about 
Bill Smith's boy, He doesn’t have 
to phone anybody for details, He 
has known the boy since the day 
he wrote the birth announcement 
for his paper, Of course most of 
the readers in the county know all 
about Bill Smith's boy, too. But 
they like to see it in print. They 
like to read about another local 
boy who makes good, 


And the youngest daughter over 
at the Johnston's is getting mar- 
ried, The editor's wife writes the 
tory, or maybe a cousin of the 
family with talent for putting 
words together writes it up and 


brings it to the office, And it 
appears in the paper just as it 
was written-—maybe with a change 
here and there, but just about the 
same as it was written, anyway. 

But why go further? The week- 
ly editor is a part of the life and 
death and struggles and joys of 
his community, No job is too im- 
portant for him, no affair is too 
trivial for his attention, He works 
like the devil at times, it is true, 
Sometimes his best friends get an- 
gry about an editorial on the town 
council or something, But such 
unpleasantness doesn’t last, Soon- 
er or later the friends are back 
getting the editor to help raise 
money for & new hospital or to 
use his influence to help a soldier's 
widow get her pension straighten- 
ed out, 

That's one reason why we are 
glad the Alabama Press Associu- 
tion is meeting in Birmingham to- 
day. Every weekly editor who 
comes to Birmingham brings some- 
thing of his community along—and 
every one will take back to his 
community something of Birming- 
ham,—Friday's Birmingham Age

JESUS DRAMATICALLY PRO- 
CLAIMS HIS MESSIAHSHIP 
LESSON TEXT—Matthew 21:1-16. 
GOLDEN TEXT—Behold, thy King 
Cometh unto thee,—Matthew 21:5. 


The official presentation of Him- 
self to the Jewish people as their 
King, their rejection of Him, and 
what was even more solemnly 
meaningful, His rejection of the He- 
brew nation because of unbelief— 
such are the stirring events which 
face us as we enter with our Lord 
into the last week of His earthly 
life. The first event in that sequence 
is the one we study in our lesson for 
today, namely, the coming of the 
King to Jerusalem, Jesus on this 
occasion did a very dramatic and 
unusual thing, a fact which indicates 
that here {s an incident of extraor- 
dinary import to which we do well 
to give careful study. 

I, Preparation and Presentation 
(vv. 1-7). 

The King comes, but even In His 
hour of royal triumph He gives to 
His followers the unexplainable but 
inestimable joy of meeting His need. 

1. ‘The Lord Hath Need" (vv. 
1-4). He had need of disciples who 
would do His bidding without ques- 
tion or hesitation—‘‘and the disci- 
ples went, and did even as Jesus 
had appointed them" (vy. 6). How 
precious is such obedience! Let us 
also go and do what He commands, 

He needed the colt and the ass, 
How simple and lowly was that 
need, and yet how glorious that a 
man was ready to meet it! God’s 
plans are worked out in the little 
things as well as the great. Proph- 
ecy was being fulfilled here (see 
v. 5) by a little thing. Is God wait- 
ing to carry out some great pur- 
pose through some little thing which 
you are withholding from Him? Why 
hinder Him any longer? 

2. “Behold Thy King Cometh" 


(vv. 5-7), Though He did not come|= 


with the pomp and trappings of an 
earthly potentate, the King of Glory 
came to His people to offer them 


for the last time the opportunity to|= 


receive Him, He asks you to yield 
your life to His kingship. What will 
your answer be? 

II. Acceptance and Rejection (vy, 
8-11, 15, 16). 

1, ‘The Multitude. ..Cried... 
Hosanna” (vv, 8-11), 
before the week was over many of 
the same voices cried, ‘'Crucify 
Him!" should not obscure the fact 
that there were childlike believers 


(v. 16) who really had faith in| i

Christ. 
ing about that picture of enthusiasm 
and devotion. Real faith in Christ 
ought to result in a fervor of spirit 


which will stir our hearts and our| = 


cities. Are we not altogether too 


dead and formal in much of our|/# 


worship today? Do we not need more 
holy enthusiasm for Christ and for 
His Church? 

2. “The Chief Priests and Scribes 
. . » Were Sore Displeased” (vy, 15, 
16). Small wonder, for not only had 
the children put them to open shame 
by recognizing the Christ whom they 
had ignored, but He had in turn 
ruined their polite religious racket 
which produced for them such a 
lovely profit. Mark this—when any- 
one is displeased with Jesus or with 
His true children or with His work 
on earth, you can be sure that there 
is a reason, and not a holy, upright 
or good reason either! 

I, Judgment and Compassion 
(vv. 12-14), 

What a remarkable picture! In the 
midst of flaming judgment and de- 
struction we find loving compassion 
upon the blind and the lame. Folk 
who think that Christ has no mes- 
sage but love need to look on Him 
as He cleanses the temple. On the 
other hand, those who think that He 
has no word but judgment need to 
behold Him as He stands in the 
midst of the overturned tables and 
debris and heals the needy, Incon- 
sistent? Not at all. God is love, but 
He is also absolute holiness. 

1, ‘Jesus Cast Out . . . and Over- 
threw"’ (vv, 12, 13). He knew where 
to begin to cleanse the city. He 
started in the temple. Absolutely 
right is the man who suggested 
that the place to start to clean up a 
city is not in the slums but in the 
churches, You will be ready to clean 
out the tavern or that other low 
place where the gang hangs out in 
your town after you have cleaned 
out the church. The same is true 
of the individual. A regenerated 
heart will bring a reformed life, not 
vice versa. 

2. ‘‘He Healed Them” (v. 14). The 
very hands which had just over- 
thrown the tables and cast out the 
money-changers now gently touched 
the lame and the blind with heal- 
ing. The eyes which had blazed 
with holy indignation now shone with 
love and compassion. The scene of 
judgment and chaos became the 
house of prayer and of answered 
prayer. On the very spot where one 
man had received condemnation, an- 
other received healing. Each one 
received that which he sought by his 
action. How will you, my dear 
reader, meet Jesus—as your Judge 
or as your Saviour? You must make

CONSERVATION EMPHASIZED | CLUB MEMBERS STUDY 


IN AAA PROGRAM FOR 1940 


AUBURN, Ala.—Alabama farm- 
ers participating in the AAA farm 
program will carry out more soil 
conservation practices on their 
farms in 1940, A. W. Jones, State 
AAA administrative officer, pre- 
Gicted today. 

“The number of acres carrying 
soil-building and _ soil-conserving 
crops in Alabama today is much 
greater than ten years ago,” 
Jones said, “The Agricultural Ad- 
justment Administration farm pro- 
gram, to a large extent, is respon- 
sible for this increase.” 

Jones said the rates of credit 
for soil-building practices under 
the agricultural conservation pro- 
gram of the AAA have been 
changed to give farmers a better 
opportunity to carry out needed 
practices which they do not nor- 
mally put into practice. 

He explained that the change in 
credit for the practices does not 
change the amount a farmer may 
earn by soil-building, but merely 
changes the requirements for 
earning it. 

Practices which Alabama farm- 
ers are expected to use more wide- 
Jy under the 1940 program include 
winter legumes, green manure 
crops, establishment of permanent 
pastures, planting of forest trees, 
home gardens, and application of 
superphosphate or basic slag with 
seeding of legumes and grasses. 

Jones urges farmers to contact 
their county agent for more de- 
tailed information on conservation 
practices.

COTTON SITUATION IN U, 8. 


CONTINUES TO IMPROV HK) of December 


WASHINGTON, D, C.—A num- 
ber of developments have con- 
tributed to the rise in cotton pric- 
es, the Bureau of Agricultural 
Economics reports in its recent 
analysis of the cotton situation.

ALABAMA TOWN FACES 
OBLIVION AFTER MARCH 1 

LOCKHART, Ala, Jan, 16,— 
This town of around 1,200 popula- 
tion was threatened by extinction 
today as the Jackson Lumber 
company, having exhausted the 
usable timber of its 120,000 acres, 
announced it would be forced to 
close in March, 

Virtually the whole economy of 
the town, on the Alabama-Florida 
line, is based on employment of 
600 men by this lumber company 
which has operated here since 1902, 

A company representative made 
a plea for industries elsewhere to 
absorb the workers he described 
as “all good people, far better than 
the average workers, and qualified 
to take over any kind of industry.” 

This official said machinery 
would be sold and it probably 
would be 15 years. before the sec- 
ond growth of timber would be 
sufficient for re-establishment of 
the mills here, 

The mill is probably the third 
largest lumbering enterprise in 
Alabama. The company owns 330 
houses in Lockhart and many of 
the workers and their dependents 
live in nearby Florala, The em- 
ployes are around 3800 white men 
and an equal riumber of negroes, 

A company spokesman said all 
were qualified for unemployment 
benefts from the State.

The first shipment of cheeks is- 
sued under the 1989 Agricultural 
Conservation Program has been

FARMERS CAN INORHASE SOIL 
BUILDING PRACTICES IN 1940 

The AAA is making a desperate 
effort to induce farmers to carry 
out needed soil building practices 
and soil conservation practices on 
their farms in 1940. The rates for 
credit for soil building practices 
under the agricultural conservation 
program for 1940 have been chang- 
ed to give farmers a better op- 
portunity to carry out needed prac- 
tices which they do not normally 
put into practice. This change in 
credit for practices does not change 
the amount that a farm might 
earn for soil building, but merely 
changes the requirements for earn- 
inge it, 

Under the 1940 program farms 
must Carry out more soil building 
practices than they haye been car- 
rying out to earn maximum pay- 
ments, 

Important practices which tar- 
mers in this county do not nor- 
mally carry out on their farms 
are forestry, planting kudzu, and 
establishing improved pastures, 
These important practices should 
be carried out within the next few 
weeks, 

Under the 1940 program farmers 
can earn $40.00 for planting four 
acres of forest trees, They can 
also earn $6.00 an acre for plant- 
ing kudzu. They can also earn 
$3.00 an acre for seeding perma- 
nent pastures with a minimum of 
10 pounds of common lespedeza, 
10 pounds of Dallas grass, and 4. 
pounds of white Dutch clover. 
Farmers can also earn $1.50 for 
each 500 pounds of basic slag ap- 
plied to pastures, 

The 1940 program will give 
farmers in this county a wonder- 
ful opportunity to improve their 
farms. The Agent hopes that all 
farmers will take advantage of 
this opportunity,

Archduke Visions Return 
of Austrian Monarchy 


When War Ends. 


PARIS.—Archduke Otso of Haps- 
burg, who hopes to ascend a re- 
stored Austrian-Hungarian throne 
when the war ends, said that Cen- 
tral Europe ‘must be rebuilt on the 
ashes of what is left from the World 
war," 

The 27-year-old archduke, trained 
for kingship by his mother, the for- 
mer Empress Zita, in an exclusive 
interview with the United Press de- 
fined for the first time his hope for 
post-war creation of a federation of 
Danubian states, 

In a simple bedroom in a modest 
Paris hotel, which Otto has selected 
for his wartime “‘court in exile,” he 
said that Russia and Germany con- 
stitute equally great dangers to civ- 
ilization and that after conquering 
Germany it may be necessary for 
the Allies to push Russian influ. 
ence out of Europe, 

Germany Stripping Austria, 

“It is certain that Austria will be 
ruined when Germany leaves," Otto 
said. ‘Even now Germany is strip- 
ping Austria of its forests. 

“I see grave danger in repeating 
the errors of the Versailles and St. 
Germain peace makers and in try- 
ing to revive, independently of each 
other, many of the small states that 
have succumbed during the last 20 
years. The failure of Poland, one 
of the most powerful of all the states 
created by the peacemakers to sur- 
vive, and of Czechoslovakia to sur- 
vive even 20 years proves the folly 
of a system of setting up small un- 
protected states alongside powerful 
neighbors, 

“The tendency is and should be to- 
ward a federation of states grouped 
for mutual military, political, eco- 
nomic and social betterment. We 
have before our eyes the splendid 
example of the United States of 
America as proof that the theory can 
be applied practically. But before 
we reach the union of all Europe 
we must start with a federation of 
Central Europe. 

“T have a firm belief in the res- 
toration of the monarchy in Austria- 
Hungary at the end of this war. 
With that restoration there could 
be a federation of Central European 
states and each could guarantee its 
aid to protect the integrity of the 
others, 

“There will be no peace in Eu- 
rope and no hope for disarmament 
so long as Russia is armed. A Cen- 
tral European federation must be 
powerful because we have had am- 
ple proof that a desire for peace is 
not sufficient. 

Russia's Waiting Game, 

“By our geographical location we 
must be the barrier to two modern, 
aggressive imperialisms — Russian 
and German. It is our duty to halt 
them on two sides. Russia will 
probably try to remain neutral to 
the end of this war, Then, when all 
other nations are tired out by long 
conflict, Russia will be fresh and 
ardently disposed to extend Bolshe- 
vik imperialism, 

“Economically, a Central Euro- 
pean federation, even though pre- 
dominantly agricultural, could sur- 
vive. It would be a ‘trust’ of farm 
states. Imagine the power of a fed- 
eration that has control of half the 
wheat production of Europe. We 
could raise far more food than we 
require, but with surplus food you 
can obtain anything you want in the 
industrial markets, 

“TI see a group of three states— 
Austria, Hungary and Czechoslo- 
vakia—to which I hope Poland, Ru- 
mania and Yugoslavia will have 
some form of alliance. Thus, the 
federated states, by eliminating eco- 
nomic barriers, will reinforce each 
other without sacrificing any of their 
national integrity or independence,”
